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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The amendment to the claims raises new issues regarding the forms of composition (claims 7, 17, 19 and 22- 
25), the derivatives (claim 19) and a mixture thereof (claims 19 and 25), which require further consideration and search. In the 
amendment of November 20, 2003, claim 20 has been cancelled, claims 7, 17, 19, 22-24 have been amended, and a new claim 25 has 
been added, however, it appears claims 19, 21, 22, 23 and 24 are not amended properly according to the previous claims submitted May 
30, 2003, e.g., in the previous claims, the phrase "wherein said composition is a topical composition" is cited, however, the phrase is not 
shown in the present claims; the present claim 21 is different from the previous claim 21 ; and the terms "ascorbic acid derivatives", and 
"tocopherol derivatives and a mixture thereof are not cited in the previous claim 19, but they are present in the present claim 19. 
Applicants' response has been fully considered, however, claims 19 and 21-24 have not been amended properly, thus are not considered, 
and claim 25 is rejected under 35 U.S.C.1 12, second paragraph. 

If applicants' amendment to claim 7, 17, 18 and 25 were entered, it would have the following response: 

1 . Claim 25 is rejected under 35 USC 112, second paragraph as being indefinite because of the use of the term "a mixture thereof. The 
term "a mixture thereof renders the claim indefinite, it is not clear how many components and how much of each component are in the 
mixture. Note that a Markush group is cited in the claim, where a closed language should be used, but "a mixture thereof indicates an 
open language. 

Continuation of 3. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): If entered, the rejection of claims 7, 17, and 18 under USC 
102 (a). 

Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the newly amended claims require further search, 
claims 19 and 21-24 are not properly amended, and new claim 25 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph.
